Tbe  gttnatlon  as  It  now  stands  is  th$X  British 
Columbia  u  practically  the  "only  place  to  the 
British  Empire  where  the  Bible  is  barred  in  the 
state  schools.  Only  rrrently  the  school  trustees 
In  convention  by  an  uvirwheimlng  majority  re- 
fused to  approve  the  regular  reading  In  the 
schools  of  selected  passages  from  the  Scriptures. 
They  are  perhaps  unaware  that  provincial  law 
has  It  that  the  higheet  principles  of  morality 
mufit  b*'  tnuKht  and  there  Is  no  hlgber  morality 
In  all  Iiieraturi'  ih:in  In  the  Bible.  In  soch  an  In- 
sinuilnn  am  Harvard  L'nWersity  It  Is  held,  on  be- 
half of  the  cause  of  ixiuc-itton.  that  the  hi-story 
Of  what  gave  rise  to  the  birth  nf  Christian  clvl- 
Illation  Is  DecessarUy  a  part  of  human  knowledge. 
K  Is  held  thew,  raoreoter,  that  tbe  Bible  and 
Shakespeare  are  "two  works  of  literature  wlthOOt 
which  an  adequate  appreciation  of  Bngllsh  let- 
tvrs  13  impa'^siblo."  What  the  srhnni  trustees  of 
British  Columbia  arc  doing,  and  dninc  it  would 
seem  In  defiance  of  the  spirit  of  provincial  law. 
Is.  as  Husley  said,  "shutting  out  the  common 
people  from  the  one  great  literature  open  to  them 
_  the  Magna  OharU  of  the  poor  uid  oppressed, 
the  most  democratic  Book  to  the  worid'." 

The  actual  barrliiR  of  the  Bible  must  have 
tbe  effect  of  discrediting  the  Book  In  thf  minda 
of  children,  and.  for  whatever  tendent  y  it  has 
to  this  direction,  the  school  trustees  must  be  held 
responsible.  Tbe  Provtoelal  Iisglrfstutt  cannot 
be  blamed.  The  law  Inculcates  the  neOMSlty  for 
Instruction  In  the  highest  principles  of  morality 
The  law.  In  other  words,  recognizes  that  It  is  the 
duly  of  the  state  to  develop  the  moral  as  well  as 
the  totcllectual  faculty.  The  Bible  is  the  foe  of 
crime,  the  Book  which  more  than  any  other  will 
promote  a  love  of  peace.  Its  potency  to  the  latter 
direction  is  worth  ten  tboosaad  Ijeagnes  of  Na- 
tions. The  school  trustees  say  that  the  borne  and 
the  Sunday  school  are  the  pr<q;»er  places  for  Bible 
teaching.  Tlie  answi  r  to  this  Is  that  If  religion 
should  be  a  part  of  life  m  a  Christian  country  11 
cannot  be  exorcised  Ir"ni  any  of  the  relatlon.*»hlps 
of  life.  Its  place  as  much  In  the  schools  as  any- 
where else.  U  It  te  not.  then  the  teaching  of  the 
highest  prindplM  of  morality  Is  nothing  oiore 
than  a  high  aoundtog  phrase  slgnlfytog  that  we 
are  hypocrites  to  our  eettoiate  of  what  education 
should  eidbrace  to  a  moral  sense.

Where  there  Is  .tuch 
interference  it  happens  that  mutilation  of  the 
trees  becomes  Imperativ.-  und  often  an  unsightly 
condition  results.  Tbe  trees  lie  recommends  for 
narrow  streeU  are  the  white  ash.  the  sugar  maple, 
the  pto  oak  and,  to  southern  localliies  Oriental 
plane,  tulip  tree,  ttd  imder  eertato  eoodltlans 
maidonliair  tree.  For  wide  streets  and  boulevards 
the  American  and  English  elms  should  be  chosen: 
aLio  the  Norway  maple,  the  red  oak,  horse  chest- 
nuts and  soft  maples,  In  80uth*-rn  IrK-.iIH.if.';  he 
recommends  black  walnutj  an-I  f  iimiMMi.  linden.

L.  L-iKiH  Uuicn  called,  tbe  Buttle's  iUvcr,  iphtdi

About  midday  we  eame  to  a  long  streLcti 
whifh  had  brt-n  bumrd  off  in  a  recent  nrc  and 
here  l^ie  tfoing  was  bad,  so  hot  and  atony  under 
loot  that  we  w»  glad  to  raach  tha  ihftdl 
agahi.

We 
dedded  to  stop  and  fkih  hae  In  a  wonderful 
awM  made  bf  the  Utile  awtf»-nisBli«  alream 
ae  II  gurgled  Into  the  lake.

After  a  short  rest  we  got  under  way  again 
and  rowed  on  to  Phillip's  Oraait  where  we  de- 
elded  to  eamp  for  Che  night   The  woods  were 

encAtoatin^  I'he  undertjmsh  ho  ?vpar.<ie  that 
we  could  wander  without  exertion  on  the 
moiiittaln  Ride  or  along  the  fern-bordered 
stream;  the  trees  and  gronnd  so  thick  with 
moss  that  our  Idotstepa  were  aUenoed.  As  I 
stood  In  the  dim.  htished  woods  I  knew  for  a 
certolnty  that  I  stIU  beUeved  in  fairies. 

After  supper  we  preparrd  our  bough  bed  and 
then  aai  walohlng  the  shadows  lengthen.  The 


lake,  which  had  been  glowing  with  the  Ugbt 
of  the  westertog  sun.  gxadveUy  became  dark 
and  mystical.  Tbe  occaalanal  plop  of  a  feeding 
trout,  and  the  lonely,  wUd  oy  of  a  loon,  which 
echoed  mystoriouriy  frOB  d«t  ot  the  darkening 
moustalni.  waa  the  rarest  wislo  to  us.  Night 
faUft  It  Is  too  fine  to  put  up  our  small  lean- 
to.  but  rolled  in  our  blankets  we  Ue  listening 
to  the  song  of  the  little  creek  as  It  tinkles 
happily  down  to  the  lake,  and  we  watch  the 
jeweled  sky  above  us  grow  tremulous  with 
lights.. 

We  awake  with  the  dawn  wind  In  our  faoee. 
bud  eager  to  expkire  further.  One  of  the 
pleasures  of  y'^^p^ffg  out-of-doors,  not  even 
In  a  tent,  is  the  alert  awakening  and,  if  one 
li&&  a.  v.cA-msniL'  bouKH  t>ed.  a  rested  awaken- 
ing, lor  the  comfort  of  a  bough  bed  la  hard  to 
beat  9uflh  a  warm-scented  aort  of  oomfcrt. 
I  like  the  seent  of  a  balsam  bad  beat,  bat  both 
balsam  and  fir  are  unpleasant  to  handle  on 
account  of  the  gum  which  eludes.  Small 
branches  of  hemlock  seem  to  answer  bc&t,  and 
when  closely  paired  make  a  springy  couch. 

We  dawdle  over  breakfast,  cateh  a  lew  more 
trout  and  then  eontlnaa  oar  Journey.  One  of 
the  reasons  that  Buttle's  Lake  has  ao  many 
beautiful  spots  to  offer  to  the  traveler  In  a 
bust  Is  the  fact  that  U  la  narfow.  It  Is  twenty - 
one  miles  long,  but  In  the  widest  part  not  Toore 


than  about  thrsa  nuartors  of  a  aaHe  aeroes,  and 
often  eontfderably  less.

I  niand"  oonveya  to  the  newoomer  a  wrong 
impreaslan  as  to  the  dlmatlc  ooodlUons 
of  this  part  of  the  Provtaioe.  The  word  ''north" 
la  luually  aAsorlated  with  cold,  but  in  thl_<;  ca.se 
the  condltlon.t  are  more  the  other  way.  Uir 
'tatement  "north  end"  ;Jiould  really  he  cor- 
rected, for  a  glance  at  the  map  shows  Cape 
9eolt  farther  west  of  Vtetorift  than  north. 

Dm  temperature  wlU  average  warmer  duslac 
itu  Wbiter  nwatbe  Chan  the  sonlheaat  end. 
the  range  is  lees  and  the  lowest  temperature 
*ecorded  ia  aeven  atrave  sero. 

The  large  Inlet  penetraung  this  northwest 
tad  of  Uie  Island  known  as  Quatalno,  has  on 
its  shore  many  activities,  and  many  new  eigne 
of  pnavsrlty  have  sprang  up  this  last  year. 

Hm  flnt  settlement,  that  aa  atwan  been 
known  as  Quat£lno,  was  first  founded  In  IBS7 
and  is  situated  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Inlet, 
about  f^ix'rrn  iii.leK  inland  from  the  entmnre 
This  <'\(\r:'A.  plxip  and  the  home.%  ol  all  the 
Old  settlers  Niu.  now  lecelved  a  new  deslgrutlon 

on  the  tourist  maps,  so  aa  to  distinguish  it 
from  the  other  eettteosnta  aloat  tbe  short  of 
Qoatidnot  and  tt  tt  now  known  as  Qonttfao 
Village. 

TTUs  old  settlement  In  going  steadily  f>)r- 
ward.  showing  new  houses  and  new  cleanr\g?i 
along  the  shore,  a  new  oil  station,  store  and 
restaurant  last  year.  The  lively  social  life  of 
early  days  ia  stUl  kept  to  the  fore,  more  im- 
provements to  the  aootal  hall  hnvlng  been  ef- 
taoted  last  aummar  to  aoeonuaodato  the  targer 
gatberiaga  that  now  Mtecid  the  vano< 
tlons.  danees  and  plonlca  that  come  '>:r  u-.i^ 
every  two  week.v

limber  Is  off.  This  will  surely  cobu  about  with 
the  davalopaunt  of  tbe  flab,  ttaabar  aad  inin- 
ento  that  is  now  wefl  started.

Thm  an  certain  deAnite 
ernnomic  advantages  to  be  had  by  fanners 
through  ro~operaUon.  if  and  When  tba  Umlta- 
tlons  are  aJao  frankly  faced. 

Among  the  ttUoor  advantages  an  the  eurlog 
of  trade  abusea.  In  many  commodities,  more 
particularly  In  live  poultry,  frulta  and  vege* 
tablr.^.  ihe»e  are  deep-rooted  and  Imrd  u>  crver- 
come.  It  is  wholckomr  to  havf  the  farmers 
themselves  taka  a  hand  in       t  ime. 

Co-o|4ratkn  with  the  middleman  is  another 
of  tha  Imoar  arfvanlagas.  Most  middlemen  on 
boo  set  and  faimen  can  cheapen  dtstrlbutlon 
of  many  oammodlUea  by  co-operatlrur  frankly 
with  them.  Wben  the  famr'n*  dn  call  in  the 
bankers,  the  railrosdi«  and  the  riealenf  Ui  help 
solve  their  problnnp,  we  rail  it  ■  tnduslry  co- 
flpemttan."  This  Is  one  of  the  latest  develop- 
mcots,  but  Is  making  headway.
